Using computers to send messages and images to fellow computer-users 
had recently expanded into a casual trend. There were such technical 
advances of computer networks as E-Mail and the Internet. 

The internet, as well as well ao U.S. limited systems such as America 
Online, Compuserve, and Prodigy, resembled bulletin boards. They had public- 
accessible images and messages posted for anyone's viewing enjoyment. 

Messages could be sent anonymously all over the world in a matter of 
seconds. This created a unique psyche behind talking on the Internet, and 
attributed to its popularity. 

Life inside the computer allows quiet people to interact with others. You 
can have the freedom to be anyone you want," said AP Computer Science 
student Chris Hubble. 

E-mail systems, as 
opposed to the 
Internet, required an 
address to send mes- 
sages legally. Mes- 
sages sent by E-Mail 
were much like letters 
sent through the 
postal service. E-Mail 
messages, though, 
could be sent in sec- 
onds as opposed to 
the days it took to 
send "snail mail," as 

Here the postal-sent mail 
was called in computer circles. 

E-mail proved useful in sending messages to friends and family in college. 
Roger Mecking took advantage of E-mail to communicate with his sister at 
Stanford. "Frequently sending funny images and messages to my sister 
makes it easier to deal with being separated while she is away.” 

As computer communication continued to spread, previous obstacles, 
such as distance and time, fell away. We were thus brought to the edge of 
a new century that promised to be dominated by technology.

Students often failed to see their teachers 
as real people; however, people like Chief Albert 
Evans and Mr. Paul Marquez broke the barriers 
of the student-teacher relationship. Like the 
students, these teachers, as well as many 
others, had responsibilities outside of school 
that better helped them relate to the stu- 
dents.

In contemporary teen culture, music was king. Students seldom contem-
